To Drop From Parachutes 
The expedition expects to reach 
the island on Monday and if a band­ 
ing field is not available, Mekhoir 
will drop from 2,000 feet with two 
parachutes. 
The object of the 
flight is to get Melchbir to the 
plane as quickly as possible be­ 
cause of a belief that if the rraffc 
is not moved within a few days it 
will have to be left there because 
of the rapidly softening ground. 
The army machines will make re­ 
fueling stops at 
Pictou, 
Nova 
Scotia, and St. George, Newfound­ 
land. 
The decision to send the emer­ 
gency expedition to 
enable 
the 
Bremen to fly to this country was 
reached by Secre tary of War Davis

Harrisburg, May 12.—Group in­ 
surance for automobile owners who 
are members of an organization 
at rates less than those charged to 
individuals not members 
is 
dis­ 
criminatory and 
illegal, the State 
Department 
of 
Justice 
decided 
Thursday. 
The opinion, written by Deputy 
Attorney 
General 
Wagner, 
was 
given to Matthew H. Taggart, in­ 
surance 
commissioner, 
who 
has 
mailed copies to all 
casualty in­ 
surance companies licensed in the 
state and to others concerned. 
The opinion’s 
effect, it is said, 
will bar policies issued by automo­ 
bile clubs and by 
companies 
to 
groups of motor-club members or 
other groups. 
Cites Pittsburgh Proposal 
An informal opinion, written by- 
Mr. Wagner, points out that Marsh 
and McLennan, insurance brokers 
of Pittsburgh, propose to issue au­ 
tomobile insurance to employes of 
the United States Steel Corpora­ 
tion and its subsidiaries upon the 
group plan, the rates to be less 
than charged individual applicants. 
The usual automobile group in­ 
surance policy includes fire, theft, 
liability, 
collision 
and property- 
(1 a mage provisions. 
“We are unable to understand/' 
the opinion states, “how a method 
of writing insurance 
which 
will 
permit a member of an automobile 
club to obtain insurance at a rate 
less than that required to be paid 
by an owner of another automo­ 
bile, resident in the same locality 
and subject to the same risks, who 
is not a member of the club, can be 
free from discrimination. 
Would Permit Classification 
“We are not to be understood as 
holding 
that discrimination pro­ 
hibits reasonable and proper classi­ 
fication. 
If, however, a classifica­ 
tion is to be 
recognized the rate 
applicable to the class must be ap­ 
plied to individuals as well as to 
members of a designated organiza- 
i tion or group.” 
It was contended the proposal of 
the Pittsburgh brokers was differ­ 
ent from thejurdinary case of group 
insurance in that the employes of

are largely 
mechanics and

group in which the 
risk 
is 
tonally diminished. 
Mr. Wagner 
in his informal opinion said; 
“Admitting all 
this to be true, 
there are numerous individuals who 
have the same qualifications and 
the section prohibiting discrimina­ 
tion requires that these individuals 
shall be accorded the same rights 
and the same priviliges as it is 
now desired to accord the employe* 
of the steel corporation.”
